SACRAMENTO (A P)- Tying 
together dozens of state health 
programs scattered among half 
a dozen state departments, Gov. 
Reagan proposed 
creating a 
single state health department 
today. 
In a detailed proposal to the 
Commission on California State 
Government Organization and 


Economy — also known as the 
“ Little Hoover Commission” 
— Reagan proposed consolidat­ 
ing three entire state depart­ 
ments and taking large sections 
from three other departments to 
form 
the 
new centralized 
agency. 
The purpose, he said, would 
be “ to Improve the quality and 


hold down the cost of a wide 
array of state health- related 
programs.” 
Reagan said he hopes for leg­ 
islative approval in time to have 
the new department in operation 
by July 1, 1971. 
The departments tobe consoli­ 
dated would be Mental Hygiene, 
Public Health, and Health Care 


Services, With the exception of 
two neurosychiatrlc institutes 
which are part of the Depart­ 
ment of Mental Hygiene, those 
three departments would d is­ 
appear entirely into the propos­ 
ed new department. 
The two institutes would be 
assigned to the University of 
California.

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A Matter Of Serious Proportions 


Tehama County Sheriff Lyle Williams reported receivingcom. 


plaints of burglary in the county's unincorporated areas in the 
month of December, and that, his records show, Is a low figure 
for recent months. 
Low as the figure is In comparison with 


more populous counties, it's a matter of serious proportions for 
Tehama County. It points up the fact that Tehama County Is faced 
with the same law enforcement problem that concerns communi- 
ties everywhere, big and little. 


Moreover, there is no indication that the situation is going to 


get better any time soon. Rather, it is almost sure to get worse. 
The county is growing in population. The influx Is sure to include 
potential lawbreakers. 
Strangers are harder to spot, And there 


is a richer field of operation. 


Good highways and fast transportation make it possible to 


move stolen goods out of the county and probably out of the state 
before the theft Is discovered. The sheriff is finding it Increas- 
ingly difficult to locate stolen goods in pawnshops and second* 
hand stores. The reason, he is convinced, is that they are not 
disposed of in the old familiar channels. 


With those developments, and with greatly Increased use of 


narcotics creating a corresponding need on the part of the users 
for a lot of money in a hurry from any source at all, it is evident 
that Tehama County is confronted with a new situation. It's going 
to require new effort, new skills, and very probably augmented 
law enforcement forces, it's something we might as well make 
up our minds to. 


Hopefully, in time this nation may be able to cope with the 


source problems — with poverty, narcotics, health generally, 
educational shortcomings. 
But in the meantime we will have 


to deal with their results. Best we be prepared. 


Our law enforcement officials are not unmindful of the problem. 


By state law, basic college training in law enforcement work will 
be required of all enforcement officers by January of next year. 
Sheriff Williams, Red Bluff Police Chief Marion Clay and Corning 
Chief Jerry Rowe are already sending their men to college 
training courses. Their efforts should be encouraged. We need 
well-trained men in our police and sheriffs departments — 
men carefully selected in the first place. We need high calibre 
men in every sense of the word. We may as well make up our 
minds, too, that we will have to pay for it, though it is important 
to recognize that money alone will not make a good police force. 


One more thing. The entire job cannot be left to the sheriff 


and the police. Every citizen has a responsibility, too. Doors 
should be kept locked, suspicious situations should be reported 
quickly, and such things as registration)and serial numbers on 
valuable items should be recorded and furnished to inyestiga. 
tors. 
Mary Poore, sheriffs department clerk, makes a further 


plea: 
"Supervise your youngsters. Know where they are and 


what they are doing. Try to note if anything is troubling them. 
They need a lot of love, and they need watching after."

WASHINGTON - The testi- 
mony at the Mary Jo Kopeehne 
inquest has satisfied District 
Attorney Edmund Dlnls that no 
criminal case can be brought a- 
galnst Senator Ted Kennedy. 
Dints has told subordinates 
that he will advise the Duke's 
County grand jury to accept the 
findings of the inquest. Twice 
last year grand jury foreman 
Leslie Leland sought to In- 
vestlgate the case but was per- 
suaded each time to hold off. 
Leland made It clear, how- 
ever, that if he wasn't satis - 
fied with the Inquest he would 
again seek a grand jury probe. 
At the closed door inquest, a 
quietly solemn Sen. Kennedy 
stuck by his guns. Without emo- 
tion, he repeated essentially 
the same storv that he had 
given police the morning after 
Mary Jo Kopeehne drowned in 
his black Oldsmobtle. 
The Senator swore under oath, 


according to those who heard his 
testimony, that he had been at 
the wheel when the Oldsmobile 
plunged from a bridge onChap- 
paquiddick Island the night of 
July 18. 
He recalled the sensation of 
hurtling through the night into 
the dark waters below, but he 
couldn't say how he got out of 
the submerged, 
upside-down 


car. 
"All of a sudden," he testi- 
fied, "1 was In the water." 


He told the Inquest that he had 


dived repeatedly to seek Mary 
Jo but that his rescue efforts had 
been hampered by the swift cur - 
rent. As he left the accident 
scene, he declared, he was 
"satisfied" that the girl was 
dead. 
Later in his secret testimony, 
however, he said that he had 
continued to cling to the hope she 
was still alive. 


This was not the only incon- 
sistency in the 750 to 800 pages" 
of sealed testimony that Judge 
James A. Boyle is now studying. 
Those who were admitted into 
the 
closed inquest say the 


record contains some contra- 
dictions, ambiguities and gen- 
eralities. 
There were no witnesses, how- 
ever^who-suocesslulljt. centra- 
d icted theSenator^s basic story^ 
Significantly, Kennedy arid Dinis1 
came out of the inquest calling 
each other by their first name. 


JACK OLSEN'S THEORY 
NOTE- Intimates say Dinls 


was intrigued at first by author 
Jack Olsen's theory that Ken- 
nedy had ducked out of the car 
before the accident and that 
Mary Jo had driven on alone. 
Dinis has now told friends, 
however, that he Is convinced 
from the brake marks on the 
bridge that the Senator was at 
the wheel. The braking, In Din- 
is's .opinion, was too powerful 
for Mftry Jo. 
Olsen's book, "The Bridge at 
Chappaquiddick," traces 
the 


minute-by-minute tragedy of 
Mary Jo Kopeehne. Sen. Ken- 
nedy's cohorts, of course, were 
eager to study Olsen's findings 
before preparing their case at 
the Edgartown inquest. 


To prevent an advance copy 


from falling into unauthorized 
hands, the staid old publishing 
firm of Little Brown and Co. 
took cloak-and-dagger precau- 
tions. Editor Eliot Fremont- 
Smith limited the tiny circle 


of men working on the book to 
three other trusted aides and 
selected a printing house, Vail- 
Ballou Press, in out-of-the- 
way Blnghamton, N. Y. The 
book was given the code name 
"Regatta" and only one copy 
of the manuscript was used. 
Despite the elaborate precau- 
tions, Jack Vail Jr., the as- 
sistant manager of the print- 
ing firm, urgently called Little 
Brown executive Brad Emmons 
to report that the project had 
been discovered. A clandestine 
approach had been made, Vail 
disclosed, to a Vail-Ballou su- 
pervisor from a Democratic 
political figure seeking a boot- 
leg copy of the book. 


Emmons and Vail refused to 


comment on whether a bribe was 
offered, as one report had it. 
But editor Fremont-Smith ac- 
knowledged guardedly: "It was 
assumed that it was ultimately 
from a Kennedy source." 


AGNEW AND THE MEDIA 
Vice President Spiro Agnew 
has triumphantly concluded, ac- 
cording to members of his ov- 
erseas party in touch with this 
column, that his shoot-from- 
the-hip attacks on the TV net- 
works and leading newspapers 
have cowed his press critics. 


In an overseas call from the 


White House, the Vice Presi- 
dent received the happy news 
that he Is now the third most 
admired America in the popu- 
larity polls behind President 
Nixon and Evangelist Billy Gra- 
ham. 
Agnew criticized the networks 
and some newspapers for their 
"unfair comment" on the Nixon 
administration. His idea of fair 
comment, It now becomes clear, 
is favorable comment. He even 
tried to dictate to some news- 
papers which reporters they 
should send to cowr M<* row- 
seas tour. He barred a report- 
er from the Bait 1mor« Sun be- 
cause he didn't like vnat the Sun 
has been writing about him. He 
felt that the Sun should be proud 
that a natttve son made It to the 
vice 
presidency 
and should 


write only glowing reports about 
him. 
Before his departure for the 
Far East, Agnew personally 


..placed calls to a few newspap- 
J 'er publishers to suggest which 


newsmen 
should travel with 


him. One publisher who receiv- 
ed an Agnew call was the Los 
Angeles Times' Otis chandler. 
The Vice President suggested 
that Robert Donovan, the Times' 
Washington 
Bureau 
Chief, 


should be assigned to accomp- 
any him and write about his good 
will mission. 


Chandler felt this was a se- 
lection that should be made by 
the Times, not Agnew. 


"Donovan travels only with 
Presidents," Chandler told the 
Vice President coldly. 
NOTE: In his attack upon the 
news media, Agnew made this 
statement; "When Winston 
Churchill rallied public opinion 
to stay the course against Hit- 
ler's Germany, he didn't have to 
contend with a gaggle of com- 
mentators raising doubts about 
whether he was reading the pub- 
lic right." The Vice President 
has his history twisted. Church- 
Ill was strongly 
opposed by 


some British commentators. It 
was Hitler, not Churchill, who 
had no gaggle of commenta- 
tors to oppose him.

funds were made known Dec. 
24, in an announcement by Gov. 
Reagan, and results from the 
Disaster Relief Act of 1969 
which provides for payment of 
unemployment assistance "to 
any individual unemployed as a 
result of a major disaster." 


The payments are restricted 
to unemployment resulting from 
two 
declared 
"major dis- 


asters": the heavy January 1969 
rains which affected 37 coun- 
ties: Amador, Contra Costa, 
El Dorado, Fresno, Humboldt, 
Inyo, Kern, Kings, Los Angeles, 
Madera, 
Marin, 
Mariposa, 


Mendocino, 
Merced, Modoc, 


Mono, Monterey, Orange, Pla- 
cer, 
Riverside, Sacramento, 


San Benito, San Bernardino, 
San Joaquin, San Luis Obispo, 
Santa >Barh*ra, Shasta, Sierra, 
Solano, Sonoma, Stanislaus, Tu- 
olumne, Tulare, Ventura, Plu- 
mas, Tehama, and Yuba; and 
the March 1969 floodlngs In 
Kings County. 
Statewide, $28 million is ex- 
pected to be paid out to 90,- 
000 persons who will receive a 
minimum of $51 weekly for an 
estimated average of six weeks. 
The funds will be paid out over 
a period of two to three months, 
Mrs. Abernathy said. 


Applications for the disaster 
assistance may be made at the 
Red Bluff local office or any 
other unemployment insurance 
office in the state, after Jan. 
12, 1970 and before Feb. 24, 
1970, 


Those 
eligible will include 


some persons not now eligible 
for unemployment insurance 
payments ( such as farmwork- 
ers,

In another matter, as a result 
of legislation signed into law 
by Gov. Reagan, tax deductions 
now may be available to local 
small business employers In 
the Tehama county area who 
are interested in training and 
hiring disadvantaged workers. 


According to Mrs. Marjory Ab- 
ernathy, manager of the Red 
Bluff office of the Department of 
Human Resources Development 
at 836WashingtonSt., that office 
will begin immediately to re- 
ceive applications from em- 
ployers who wish to take ad- 
vantage of the California Small 
Business Tax Incentive Act. 


This act seeks to encourage 
small-business employers to 
supplement the job opportun- 
ities being offered the disad- 
vantaged by government and 
large employers, and is a part 
of measure enacted as part of 
Gov. Reagan's Creative Society 
Program. 
He explained that an employer 
qualifying under the program 
may deduct on his state income 
tax return an amount equal to 
50 per cent of the direct train- 
ing costs and wages, or other 
compensation paid to a certified 
trainee while in training. This 
special deduction is allowed for 
a maximum 18-month period 
for each trainee continuously 
employed for not less than six 
months. 
The act authorizes certifica- 
tion of up to 2,500persons state- 
wide as trainees in any fiscal 
year. At least 50 per cent of 
the trainees must reside in 
economically disadvantaged a- 
reas.

What is the difference be-

Dear Mr. M.: Elective sur- 


gery is the name given for 
those conditions that have no 
special urgency or emergency. 
This is performed at a time 
most convenient for the pa- 
tient and the surgeon. It is 
obvious that * fracture of the 
leg or an acute infection of 


the appendix does not fall into 
the elective classification. 


A patient who is known to 


have a hernia may wish to put 
the operation off until a holi- 
day or vacation period in or- 
der to impose less burden on 
his job There is one danger 
that must be avoided w i t h 
elective surgery Far too often 
a patient will put off an oper- 
ation so long that a simple 
condition becomes a compli- 
cated one. Then the elective 
surgery becomes urgent or 
emergency 


A gunshot wound, a severe 


hemorrhage m any area, an 
abscess- -these are only a few 
of the conditions that must be 
controlled immediately. Don't 
fall into the trap of waiting 
too long if your surgeon of- 
fers you an option.

A Matter O f Serious Proportions 


Tehama County Sheriff Lyle Williams reported receiving com­ 
plaints oí burglary in the county's unincorporated areas In the 
month of December, and that, his records show, is a low figure 
for recent months. 
Low as the figure Is In comparison with 
more populous counties, It's a matter of serious proportions for 
Tehama County. It points up the fact that Tehama County Is faced 
with the same law enforcement problem that concerns communi­ 
ties everywhere, big and little. 


Moreover, there Is no Indication that the situation Is going to 
get better any time soon. Rather, it Is almost sure to get worse. 
The county is growing In population. The influx Is sure to Include 
potential lawbreakers. Strangers are harder to spot. And there 
is a richer field of operation. 


Good highways and fast transportation make It possible to 
move stolen goods out of the county and probably out of the state 
before the theft Is discovered. The sheriff Is finding it increas­ 
ingly difficult to locate stolen goods In pawnshops and second­ 
hand stores. The reason, he Is convinced, is that they are not 
disposed of in the old familiar channels. 


With those developments, and with greatly Increased use of 
narcotics creating a corresponding need on the part of the users 
for a lot of money In a hurry from any source at all, it is evident 
that Tehama County Is confronted with a new situation. It’s going 
to require new effort, new skills, and very probably augmented 
law enforcement forces. It's something we might as well make 
up our minds to. 


Hopefully, in time this nation may be able to cope with the 
source problems — with poverty, narcotics, health generally, 
educational shortcomings. 
But in the meantime we will have 
to deal with their results. Best we be prepared. 


Our law enforcement officials are not unmindful of the problem. 
By state law, basic college training in law enforcement work will 
be required of all enforcement officers by January of next year. 
Sheriff Williams, Red Bluff Police Chief Marion Clay and Corning 
Chief Jerry Rowe are already sending their men to college 
training courses. Their efforts should be encouraged. We need 
well-trained men in our police and sheriff's departments — 
men carefully selected in the first place. We need high calibre 
men in every sense of the word. We may as well make up our 
minds, too, that we will have to pay for It, though it is important 
to recognize that money alone will not make a good police force. 


One more thing. The entire job cannot be left to the sheriff 
and the police. Every citizen has a responsibility, too. Doors 
should be kept locked, suspicious situations should be reported 
quickly, and such things as registration and serial numbers on 
valuable items should be recorded and furnished to Investiga­ 
tors. Mary Poore, sheriff's department clerk, makes a further 
plea; 
"Supervise your youngsters. Know where they are and 
what they are doing. Try to note If anything is troubling them. 
They need a lot of love, and they need watching after."

WASHINGTON - The testi­ 
mony at the Mary Jo Kopechne 
Inquest has satisfied District 
Attorney Edmund Dints that no 
criminal case can be brought a- 
galnst Senator Ted Kennedy. 
Dinis has told subordinates 
that he will advise the Duke’s 
County grand jury to accept the 
findings of the Inquest. Twice 
last year grand Jury foreman 
Leslie Leland sought to In­ 
vestigate the case but was per­ 
suaded each time to hold off. 
Leland made It clear, how­ 
ever, that if he wasn’t satis - 
fled with the inquest he would 
again seek a grand jury probe. 
At the closed door inquest, a 
quietly solemn Sen. Kennedy 
stuck by his guns.Without emo­ 
tion, he repeated essentially 
the same story that he had 
given police the morning after 
Mary Jo Kopechne drowned in 
his black Oldsmoblle. 
The Senator swore under oath, 
according to those who heard his 
testimony, that he had been at 
the wheel when the Oldsmoblle 
plunged from a bridge on Chap- 
paqulddtck Island the night of 
July 18. 
He recalled the sensation of 
hurtling through the night into 
the dark waters below, but he 
couldn’t say how he got out of 
the submerged, upside-down 
car. 
"All of a sudden,” he testi­ 
fied, "I was in the water.” 
He told the Inquest that he had 
dived repeatedly to seek Mary 
Jo but that his rescue efforts had 
been hampered by the swift cur­ 
rent. As he left the accident 
scene, he declared, he was 
"satisfied’’ that the girl was 
dead. 
Later in his secret testimony, 
however, he said that he had 
continued to cling to the hope she 
was still alive. 
This was not the only incon­ 
sistency in the 750 to 800 pages 
of sealed testimony that Judge 
James A. Boyle is now studying. 
Those who were admitted into 
the 
closed inquest say the 
record contains some contra­ 
dictions, ambiguities and gen­ 
eralities. 
There were no witnesses, how­ 
ever, who successfully contra­ 
dicted the Senator’s basic story.. 
Significantly, Kennedy and Dinis 
came out of the inquest calling 
each other by their first name. 


JACK OLSEN’S THEORY 
NOTE; Intimates say Dinis 
was intrigued at first by author 
Jack Olsen’s theory that Ken­ 
nedy had ducked out of the car 
before the accident and that 
Mary Jo had driven on alone. 
Dinis has now told friends, 
however, that he Is convinced 
from the brake marks on the 
bridge that the Senator was at 
the wheel. The braking, in Dln- 
is’s .opinion, was too powerful 
for M^ry Jo. 
Olsen’s book, "The Bridge at 
Chappaquiddick,” traces 
the 
minute-by-minute tragedy of 
Mary Jo Kopechne. Sen. Ken­ 
nedy’s cohorts, of course, were 
eager to study Olsen’s findings 
before preparing their case at 
the Edgartown inquest. 
To prevent an advance copy 
from falling into unauthorized 
hands, the staid old publishing 
firm of Little Brown and Co. 
took cloak-and-dagger precau­ 
tions. Editor Eliot Frernont- 
Smith limited the tiny circle 


of men working on the book to 
three other trusted aides and 
selected a printing house, Vail- 
Ballou Press, in out-of-the- 
way Binghamton, N. Y. The 
book was given the code name 
"Regatta" and only one copy 
of the manuscript was used. 
Despite the elaborate precau­ 
tions, Jack Vail Jr., the as­ 
sistant manager of the print­ 
ing firm, urgently called Little 
Brown executive Brad Emmons 
to report that the project had 
been discovered. A clandestine 
approach had been made, Vail 
disclosed, to a Vail-Ballou su­ 
pervisor from a Democratic 
political figure seeking a boot­ 
leg copy of the book. 
Emmons and Vail refused to 
comment on whether a bribe was 
offered, as one report had it. 
But editor Fremont-Smith ac­ 
knowledged guardedly; "It was 
assumed that it was ultimately 
from a Kennedy source.” 


AGNEW AND THE MEDIA 
Vice President Spiro Agnew 
has triumphantly concluded, ac­ 
cording to members of his ov­ 
erseas party in touch with this 
column, that his shoot-from - 
the-hip attacks on the TV net­ 
works and leading newspapers 
have cowed his press crttics. 
In an overseas call from the 
White House, the Vice P resi­ 
dent received the happy news 
that he is now the third most 
admired America in the popu­ 
larity polls behind President 
Nixon and Evangelist Billy G ra­ 
ham. 
Agnew criticized the networks 
and some newspapers for their 
"unfair comment" on the Nixon 
administration. His idea of fair 
comment, it now becomes clear, 
ts favorable comment. He even 
tried to dictate to some news­ 
papers which reporters they 
should send to covpr his 
seas tour. He barred a report­ 
er from the Baltimore Sun be­ 
cause he didn’t like v nat the Sun 
has been writing about him. He 
felt that the Sun should be proud 
that a native son made it to the 
vice 
presidency and should 
write only glowing reports about 
him. 
Before his departure for the 
Far East, Agnew personally 
. placed calls to a few newspap­ 
er publishers to suggest which 
newsmen should travel with 
him. One publisher who receiv­ 
ed an Agnew call was the Los 
Angeles Tim es’ Otis Chandler. 
The Vice President suggested 
that Robert Donovan, the Times' 
Washington 
Bureau 
Chief, 
should be assigned to accomp­ 
any him and write about his good 
will mission. 
Chandler felt this was a se­ 
lection that should be made by 
the Tim es, not Agnew. 
“Donovan travels only with 
Presidents,” Chandler told the 
Vice President coldly. 
NOTE; In his attack upon the 
news media, Agnew made this 
s ta te m e n t; “When Winston 
Churchill rallied public opinion 
to stay the course against Hit­ 
ler’s Germany, he didn’t have to 
contend with a gaggle of com­ 
mentators raising doubts about 
whether he was reading the pub­ 
lic right.” The Vice President 
has his history twisted. Church­ 
ill was strongly opposed by 
some British commentators. It 
was Hitler, not Churchill, who 
had no gaggle of commenta­ 
tors to oppose him. 


PROGRESS RESTS ON THE KEEPING OF PROMISES 
In the affairs of men, progress rests more than anything else 
upon the keeping of promises — promises between individuals, 
between businesses and between governments and private citizens. 
Between private citizens, promises are rarely broken since r ^ 
trlbution is swift. With governments, it is sometimes a different 
matter. But, in the long run, the government that fails to keep 
its word is also in for trouble.

Russia isn't the only country that seems to go in for detailed 
economic planning, often referred to as "five-year plans". 
Spokesmen for the U.S. government also have a penchant for 
planning, often with no better success than the Russians.

Individuals who became un­ 
employed due to two “ major 
disasters" in early Jan. and 
Mar. 1969, may be eligible for 
Disaster 
Unemployment A s­ 
sistance according to M arjory 
Abernathy, manager of the un­ 
employment insurance office of 
the California Department of 
Human 
Resources Develop­ 
ment. 
Availability of the federal 
funds were made known Dec. 
24, in an announcement by Gov. 
Reagan, and results from the 
Disaster Relief Act of 1969 
which provides for payment of 
unemployment assistance “ to 
any individual unemployed as a 
result of a major disaster.” 
The payments are restricted 
to unemployment resulting from 
two 
declared “ major dis- 
asters” ; the heavy January 1969 
rains which affected 37 coun­ 
ties; Amador, Contra Costa, 
El Dorado, Fresno, Humboldt, 
Inyo, Kern, Kings, Los Angeles, 
Madera, 
Marin, 
Mariposa, 
Mendocino, Merced, Modoc, 
Mono, Monterey, Orange, Pla­ 
cer, Riverside, Sacramento, 
San Benito, San Bernardino, 
San Joaquin, San Luis Obispo, 
Santa Barbara, Shasta, Sierra, 
Solano, Sonoma,Stanislaus,Tu­ 
olumne, Tulare, Ventura, Plu­ 
mas, Tehama, and Yuba; and 
the March 1969 floodings in 
Kings County. 
Statewide, $28 million is ex­ 
pected to be paid out to 90,- 
000 persons who will receive a 
minimum of $51 weekly for an 
estimated average of six weeks. 
The funds will be paid out over 
a period of two to three months, 
Mrs. Abernathy said. 
Applications for the disaster 
assistance may be made at the 
Red Bluff local office or any 
other unemployment insurance 
office in the state, after Jan. 
12, 1970 and before Feb. 24, 
1970. 


New Welfare Housing Allowances 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP)— 
A 
Superior Court judge is giving 
the state until March 1 to put 
into effect new welfare recipi­ 
ent housing allowance sched­ 
ules which In many cases are 
higher than current ones. 
Judge Alvin Weinberger or­ 
dered the State Department of 
Social Welfare to file new sche­ 
dules concerning persons un­ 
der the Aid to Families with 
Dependent Children program in 
all counties. 
Neighborhood Legal A ssist­ 
ance Foundation lawyers, who 
brought the suit, estimated the 
Increased cost at $66 million of 
which $33 million would be paid 
by the federal government, $22 
million by the state and $11 m il­ 
lion by counties. 
Judge Weinberger’s ruling at 
first was in the cases of only 
San Francisco and Alameda 


Those eligible will include 
some persons not now eligible 
for unemployment insurance 
payments ( such as farmwork­ 
ers, government workers — 
city, county, or state; and some 
self-employed). 
In another matter, as a result 
of legislation signed into law 
by Gov. Reagan, tax deductions 
now may be available to local 
small business employers in 
the Tehama County area who 
are interested in training and 
hiring disadvantaged workers. 
According to Mrs. Marjory Ab­ 
ernathy, manager of the Red 
Bluff office of the Department of 
Human Resources Development 
at 836 Washington St., that office 
will begin immediately to re ­ 
ceive applications from em ­ 
ployers who wish to take ad­ 
vantage of the California Small 
Business Tax Incentive Act. 
This act seeks to encourage 
small-business employers to 
supplement the job opportun­ 
ities being offered the disad­ 
vantaged by government and 
large employers, and is a part 
of measure enacted as part of 
Gov. Reagan's Creative Society 
Program. 
He explained that an employer 
qualifying under the program 
may deduct on his state income 
tax return an amount equal to 
50 per cent of the direct train­ 
ing costs and wages, or other 
compensation paid to a certified 
trainee while in training. This 
special deduction is allowed for 
a maximum 18-month period 
for each trainee continuously 
employed for not less than six 
months. 
The act authorizes certifica­ 
tion of up to 2,500persons state­ 
wide as trainees in any fiscal 
year. At least 50 per cent of 
the trainees must reside in 
economically disadvantaged a- 
reas.

I do not 
believe, h o w ­ 
ever, that go­ 
ing to a nurs- 
e r y s c h o o l 
s h o u l d be 
b a s e d on a 
c o m p e t i- 
tive level with 
neighbors o r 
friends. Each 
child presents 
a n individual 
therefore there 
can be no rule for all children 
of all parents in all communi­ 
ties.It is obvious that an only 
child, isolated f r o m friends, 
will greatly benefit from nur­ 
sery school experience. With 
playmates and direction at 
home, this may not be neces­ 
sary. At best, a nursery school 
must never replace the guid­ 
ance of the parents. It should 
be an extension of the home 
and not a substitute for it. 
Good nursery schools can 
explore a child’s potential and 
direct his creative activity. 
This is a far greater accom­ 
plishment than the mediocre 
school that races against time 
to teach the three-year-old 
how to read a clock or how 
to count to 50.

What is the difference be­ 
tween elective surgery and ur­ 
gent surgery?

Dear Mr. M.: Elective sur­ 
gery’ is the name given for 
those conditions that have no 
special urgency or emergency. 
This is performed at a time 
most convenient for the pa­ 
tient and the surgeon. It is 
obvious that a fracture of the 
leg or an acute infection of 


the appendix does not fall into 
the elective classification. 
A patient who is known to 
have a hernia may- wish to put 
the operation off until a holi­ 
day or vacation period in or­ 
der to impose less burden on 
his job. There is one danger 
that must be avoided w i t h 
elective surgery. Far too often 
a patient will put off an oper­ 
ation so long that a simple 
condition becomes a compli­ 
cated one. Then the elective 
surgery becomes urgent or 
emergency. 
A gunshot wound, a severe 
hemorrhage in any area, an 
abscess these are only a few 
of the conditions that must be 
controlled immediately. Don’t 
fall into the trap of waiting 
too long if your surgeon of­ 
fers you an option.

Dur­ 
ing my fourth pregnancy I 
developed eclampsia. Does this 
mean that I would have dif­ 
ficulty in subsequent preg­ 
nancies ?

Dear Mrs. J.: Eclampsia is 
one of the rare complications 
of pregnancy. Its true cause 
remains unknown, although 
much is known about it from 
the point of view of treatm ent 
and control. Your physician, 
who knows you best, is the 
only one who can speculate 
about the possibilities of re­ 
currence.

A Not-So-Productive Session 
By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
Only 190 public bills and 75 
private relief bills were enac­ 
ted into law by the lengthy first 
session of the 91st Congress 
which found the Senate in ses­ 
sion 926 hours, 56 minutes and 
the House meeting for 747 
hours, 21 minutes. 
-It was longer and less produc­ 


tive than the first session of 
the 90th Congress which en­ 
acted 249 public bills and 204 
private bills out of 20,387 In­ 
troduced in 1967. 
The summary Is included In an 
appendix to the Congressional 
Record, a publication which cost 
slightly over $5 million to print 
last year.

The county la growing In population. The influx la sura to include 
potential lawbreaker*. 
Strange; s ara bardar to spot. And there 
is a richer field of operation. 


Good highways and fast transportation make it possible to 
move stolen goods out erf the court> and probably out of the state 
before the theft Is discovered. The sheriff is finding it Increas­ 
ingly difficult to locate stolen goods In pawnshops and second­ 
hand stores. 
The reason, he Is convinced, Is teat they are not 
disposed of in the old familiar channels. 


With those developments, and with greatly Increased use of 
narcotics creating a corresponding need on the part of the users 
for a lot of money In a hurry from any source at all. It is evident 
that Tehama County is confronted with a new situation. It's going 
to require new effort, new skills, and very probably augmented 
law enforcement forces. 
!t*s something we might as well make 
up our mind* to. 


Hopefully, In time this nation may be able to cope with the 
source problems — with poverty, narcotics, health generally, 
educational shortcomings. 
But in the meantime we will have 
lo deal with their results. Best we be prepared. 


Our law enforcement off tclals are not tnmindful of the problem. 
By state law, basic college training in law enforcement work will 
be required of all enforcement officers by January of next year. 
Sheriff W illiam s, Red Bluff Police CUM Marlon Clay and Corning 
Chief Jerry Rcwe are already sending their men to college 
training courses. 
Their efforts should be encouraged. We need 
well-trained men In our police and sheriff’s departments — 
men carefully selected in the' first place. We need Ugh calibre' 
men In every sense of the word. 
We may as well make up our 
minds, too, that we will have to pay for it, though It is important 
to recognize that money alone will not make a good police force. 


One more thing. 
The entire job cannot be left to the sheriff 
and the police. 
Every citizen has a responsibility, too. Doors 
should be kept locked, suspicious situations should be reported 
quickly, and such things as registration and serial numbers on 
valuable items should be recorded and furnished to investiga­ 
tors. 
Mary’ Poore, sheriff’s department clerk, makes a further 
plea: 
«‘Supervise your youngsters. 
Know where they are and 
what they are doing. 
Try to note If anything is troubling them. 
They need a lot of love, and they need watching after.*'

monv at the Mary Jo Kopechne 
inquest has satisfied District 
Attorney Edmund Dints that no 
crim inal case ran he brought a- 
gatnst Senator Ted Kennedy. 
Dlnl* ha* told subordinates 
that he will advise the Duke*» 
County grand jurv to accept the 
findings of the inquest. Twice 
last year grand jurv foreman 
Leslie Iceland sought to in­ 
vestígate the case but was p a r- 
auadt-d each time to hold off. 
Leland made tt clear, how­ 
ever. that l< he wasn’t satis - 
(lad wttb tee Inquest he would 
again seek a grand jury proba. 
At Hie closed door inquest, a 
quietly solemn Sen. Kennedy 
stuck by his guns. Without emo­ 
tion, he repeated essentially 
the' same at o n that he had 
given police the morning after 
Mary Jo Kopechne drowned tn 
his black Oldemobtle. 
The Senator swore under oath, 
according to those who heard his 
testimony, that he had been at 
the wheel when the OUtamoblle 
plunged from a bridge on Chap- 
paqulddtck Island the night of 
July 18. 
He recalled the sensation of 
hurtling through the night Into 
the dark waters below, but he 
couldn’t say how he got out of 
the 
submerged, 
upside -downi 
car. 
"A ll of a sudden,” he te sti­ 
fied, "I was in the water.*' 
He told the inquest that he had 
dived repeatedly to seek Mary 
Jo but that his rescue efforts had 
been hampered by the swift cur­ 
rent. As he left the accident 
scene, he 
declared, he 
was 
flsatisfied1” that the girl was 
dead. 
Later tn his secret testimony, 
however, he said that he had 
con!tolled t o cling t o the hope s he 
was still altve. 
This was not the only incon­ 
sistency in the 750 to 800 pages 
of sealed testimony that Judge 
Jam es A. Boyle is now studying.

PROGRESS RESTS ON THE KEEPING OF PROMISES 
In. 'the affairs of men, progress reste more than, anything else 
upon the keeping of promises — promises between individuals, 
between businesses and between governments and private citizens. 
Between private citizens, promises are rarely broken since re­ 
tribution is ¡swift. With governments, it is sometimes a different 
matter. 
But, in the long run, the government that fails to keep 
its word is also in for trouble.

This 
act seeks to encourage 
sm all-busloess employer s to 
supplement the job opportun­ 
ities being offered the disad­ 
vantaged by government and 
large employers, and is a part 
of m easure enacted as part of 
Gov. Reagan’s Creative Society 
Program. 
He explained that an employer 
qualifying under the program 
may deduct on his state income 
tax return an amount equal to 
50 per cent of the direct train­ 
ing costs and wages, or other 
compensation paid to a certified 
trainee while in training. This 
special deduction is allowed for 
a maximum 18-month period 
for each trainee continuously 
employed for not less than six 
months. 
The act authorizes certifica­ 
tion of up to 2,500 persons state - 
wide as trainees in any fiscal 
year. At least 50 per cent of 
the trainees must, reside in. 
economically disadvantaged a- 
reas.

It should 
be an extension of the home 
and not a substitute for It. 
Good nursery schools can 
explore a child’s potential and 
direct his creative 
activity. 
This is a far greater accom­ 
plishment than the mediocre 
school that races against time 
to teach 
the 
three-year-old 
how to read a clock or how 
to count to 50.

Dear Mr. M.: Elective su r­ 
gery is the name given for 
those conditions te a t have no 
special urgency or emergency. 
This is performed at a time 
most convenient for the pa­ 
tient and tee surgeon. I t is 
obvious that a fracture of the 
leg or an acute Infection of 


the appendix does not fall into 
the elective classification 
A patient who is known to 
have a hernia may wish to put 
tee 'Operation off until a holi­ 
day or vacation period in or­ 
der to impose less burden on 
his job. There is one danger 
that must be avoided w i t h 
elective surgery. Far too often 
a patient will put off an oper­ 
ation so long that a simple 
condition becomes a compli­ 
cated one. Then the elective 
surgery 
becomes 
urgent 
or 
emergency. 
A gunshot wound, a severe 
hemorrhage in any area, an 
abscess- -these are only a few 
of the conditions that must be 
controlled immediately. Don’t 
fall into the trap of waiting 
too long if your surgeon of­ 
fers you an option.

In this significant passage, James decries the impotency of faith as merely intellectual 
perception and im plies the importance of the application of truth to daily life and conduct. He 
teaches that faith is dead and useless unless it expresses Itself in a true life and true Christian 
activities. 
There has been, and is today, too much discrepancy between belief and practice, between the 
proclamation of high ideals and the application of these ideals to daily life and living. 
The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints believes that in His life and teachings Jesus 
Christ reveals a standard of personal living and of social relations that, if fully embodied in in­ 
dividual lives and in human institution, would not only ameliorate the present ills of society, but 
would also bring happiness and peace to mankind.

There is a Chinese belief that if a man completely knows his 


opponent, he cannot lose to him. Experts in karate and judo spend 
as much time in mental preparation as they do in physical. In fact, 
the mastery of the mind assumes such importance to some experts 
that they retire to monasteries to meditate. 


Eastern philosophy tends to stress the ability of the mind to 


master the body. Levltation may be impossible but control of the 
heartbeat is not. There are documented cases where yogis have 
been able to stop their heart completely, or to control the flow of 
blood to various areas of the body. 


A 120-pound judo expert cannot be lifted off the ground by a man 


twice his size if he wills not to be lifted. For the skeptical, have 
some friends try to lift you off the ground while you concentrate 
that your feet are riveted to the floor. If you can concentrate ef- 
fectively, you won't be lifted. 


In the movie, "The Hustler," Paul Newman describes this 


sort of experience in the life of a pool shooter: "Some days, it 
just seems like me and the cue are one." 


Good basketball shooters will often speak of days when they 


"know" they can't miss, that when they go up for the shot, they 
know it is going to go in the basket. 


A lot of time is spent among athletes getting "psyched up" for 


games. Football coaches always stress the need for mental pre- 
paredness, the pep talks, the clippings of the enemy, the atnphasis 
that their team is better than the other team.

On 
speed alone, he could have danced circles around Liston the same 
way All did. 


Sports are full of stories of great performances by average 


athletes, when the unknown defeats the star, when an average mll- 
er suddenly turns in a sub«four minute mile. And what did it 
mean for Roger Bannister to break the four-minute barrier the 
first time? Or Bob Be am on to broad jump two whole feet over the 
world record in the Olympics? Or John Thorn as to high-jump sev- 
en feet? 


I think performances in sports are tremendously dependent 


of what goes on in the mind of the athlete. Training of the body is 
considered the most important thing by most American coaches 
and athletes. There are coaches whoprefer that their players don't 
think at all but simply go through the physical motions they have 
been taught. The mental state is considered of secondary import- 
ance, as though the state of the body determines the state of the 
mind. 


I think that the mind can drive the body far beyond what most 


people think the body is capable of doing. I believe that, to a great 
extent, sports are a question of mind over matter.

spite being placed on two years' 
probation by the National Cok 
legiate Athletic Association for 
its willing and continued use of 
a basketball player declared in* 
eligible by the nation's two larg. 
est college sports groups, Yale 
University today considered it* 
self a moral victor. 
"It is important to record that 


Jack Langer was not penalized 
in any way," Henry Chauncey 
Jr., special assistant to the 
president of Yale, said Thurs- 
day night after the school was 
punished for not backing the 
NCAA 
in its latest power 


struggle with the Amateur Ath. 
letic Union. 


Langer, a G.foot-8 reserve cen- 
ter, had become a pawn in the 
battle between the NCAA and 
AAU for control over amateur 
basketball in the United States. 
He was ruled ineligible by the 
NCAA and its affiliate, the East, 
era 
College 
Athletic Con* 


ference, 
for participating — 


even 
though he had Yale's 


permission — in the Maccabiah 
Games in Tel Aviv last summer. 
Although 
other 
Maccabiah 


sports had NCAA approval, has. 
ketball was not sanctioned in 
another effort to persuade the 
AAU to give up its fight. 


The two-year probation means 


Yale cannot participate in any 
NCAA championships or post, 
season meets and tournaments 
and is ineligible to appear on 
any national television program 
or series administered by the 
NCAA. 
The NCAA Council, the na. 
tional group's policy making 
body and the committee which 
handed out the probation, also 
reprimanded and censured the 
prestigious Ivy League instltu. 
tion and said that before the 
probation expires Jan. 15,1972, 
the NCAA's infractions commit, 
tee will review Yale's athletic 
policies and practices. 


Although Yale said it consid. 
ered the probation a harsh pen. 
alty — Florida State's basket- 
ball team was given the same 
punishment 
for severe re- 


cruiting violations — therewae 
no word on whether Yale would 
appeal the decision. 
The NCAA's action, however, 
may have eased the pressure on 
the .ECAC to punish Yale. In a 
stormy session Tuesday in con- 
junction with the NCAA's an- 
nual convention, the ECAC slap, 
ped Yale with .probation until 
June 30, 1971, and then with, 
drew it three hours later after 
heated floor debate. 
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The Red Bluff Spartans face a 
hard game tonight against the 
Enterprise Hornets.

In fact, 
the m astery of the mind assum es such im portance to som e experts 
that they retire to m onasteries to m editate. 
E astern philosophy tends to s tre s s the ability of the mind to 
m aster the body. Levitation may be im possible but control of the 
heartbeat is not. There are documented cases w here yogis have 
been able to stop their heart com pletely, or to control the flow of 
blood to various areas of the body. 
A 120-pound judo expert cannot be lifted off the ground by a man 
twice his size if he wills not to be lifted. F or the skeptical, have 
som e friends try to lift you off the ground while you concentrate 
that your feet are riveted to the floor. If you can concentrate ef­ 
fectively, you won't be lifted. 
In the movie, “ The H ustler," Paul Newman describes this 
so rt of experience in the life of a pool shooter: “ Some days, it 
just seem s like me and the cue are one." 
Good basketball shooters will often speak of days when they 
“ know" they can't m iss, that when they go up for the shot, they 
know it is going to go in the basket. 
A lot of tim e is spent among athletes getting “ psyched up" for 
gam es.

Training of the body is 
considered the m ost important thing by most Am erican coaches 
and athletes. T here are coaches who p refer that their players don’t 
think at all but sim ply go through the physical motions they have 
been taught. The mental state is considered of secondary im port­ 
ance, as though the state of the body determ ines the state of the 
mind, 
I think that the mind can drive the body far beyond what most 
people think the body is capable of doing. I believe that, to a great 
extent, sports are a question of mind over m atter.

Yet someone like Floyd Patterson, who 
had tremendous ability, seemed to get knocked-out by mental 
blocks as much as by punches. With his ability, he never should 
have been knocked out In the first round by Sonny Liston, On 
speed alone, he could have danced circles ar ound Liston the same 
way All did. 
Sports are full of stories of great performances by a ver'age 
athletes, when the unknown defeats the star, when an average oili­ 
er suddenly turns In a sub-four minute mile. And what did it 
mean lor Roger Bannister to break the four-minute barrier the 
first tim e?O r Bob Beamon to broad jump two whole feet over the 
world record In the Olympics? Or John Thomas to high-jump sev­ 
en feet? 
I think performances in sports are tremendously dependent 
of what goes on in the mind of the athlete. Training of the body Is 
considered the most Important thing by most American coaches 
and athletes. There are coaches who prefer that their players don't 
think, at all but simply go through the physical motions they have 
been taught. The mental state is considered of secondary Import­ 
ance, as though the state of the body determ ines the state of the 
mind. 
I think that the mind can drive the body far beyond what most 
people think the body is capable of doing. I believe that, to a great 
extent, sports are a question of mind over m atter.

" It is important to record that 
Jack Langer was not penalized 
in any w ay," Henry’ Chauncey 
Jr., special assistant to the 
president of Yale, said Thurs­ 
day night after the school was 
punished for not backing the 
NCAA 
in 
Its 
latest 
power 
struggle with the Amateur Ath­ 
letic Union. 
Danger, a G*foot*8 reserve ceam 
ter, had become a pawn in the 
battle between the NCAA and 
AAU for control over amateur 
basketball in the United States. 
He was ruled ineligible by the 
NCAA and its affiliate, the East* 
ern 
College 
Athletic 
Coi* 
ference, 
for 
participating — 
even 
though 
he 
had Yale's 
perm ission — in the Maccabiah 
Games in Tel Aviv last summer, 
Although, 
other 
Maccabiah 
sports had NCAA approval, bas­ 
ketball was not sanctioned in 
another effort to persuade the 
AAU to give up its fight. 
The two-year probation means 
Yale cannot participate in any 
NCAA championships or post­ 
season meets and tournaments 
and is ineligible to appear on 
any national television program 
or series administered 'by the 
NCAA. 
The NCAA Council, the na­ 
tional 
group's 
policy making 
body and the committee which 
handed out the probation, also 
reprimanded and censured the 
prestigious Ivy League institu­ 
tion and said that before the 
probation expires Jan. 15,1972, 
the NCAA's infractions commit­ 
tee will review Yale's athletic 
policies and practices. 
Although Yale said it consid­ 
ered the probation a harsh pets, 
ally — Florida State's basket­ 
ball team was given the same 
punishment 
for 
severe

cruiting violations — there was 
no word on whether Yale would 
appeal the decision. 
The NCAA's action, however, 
may have eased the pressure on 
the EC AC to punish Yale. In a 
stormy session Tuesday in con­ 
junction with the' NCAA's an­ 
nual, convention, the ECAC slap­ 
ped Yale with probation until 
June 30, 1971, and then with­ 
drew it three hours later after 
heated floor debate.

how much technical information 
should be given a patient and 
how competent women are to 
receive it," said Democrat Gay- 
lord Nelson of Wisconsin. 


Nelson commented in an in- 


terview after two days of hear, 
ings by his monopoly subcom- 
mittee, marking Congress'first 
plunge into the pill controversy. 


During the two sessions, first 


of a series that resumes next 
week, eight birth control spe- 
cialists reviewed a broad range 
of studies linking the pill to a, 
variety of disorders, Including 
cancer of the breast, cervix and 
uterus. 
None, however, produced any 
new or hard evidence that the 
pill actually caused cancer. Sev- 
eral said it would be another 
five years or more before a real 
cancer danger — if one exists— 
becomes statistically provable. 


Robert H. Finch, secretary of

"clear .cut evidence" birth con* 
trol pills are harmful.

CRESCENT CITY (AP)—Con- 
troversy 
swirled anew today 


over some of the world's tallest 
trees as conservation groups 
threatened to go to court to block

end of Redwood National Park. 
A 50-year battle over preser- 
vation of the redwoods —stand- 
ing up to 360 feet high in the 
rainy mist along California's 
northern coast-subsided some- 
what when President Johnson 
signed the park into existence in 
1968. 
The park, containing virgin 
redwoods up to 2,000 years old, 
encompases 58,000acres stret- 
ching 34 miles in Humboldt and 
Del Norte counties. 
As they mounted a campaign 
against the proposed highway 
route-favored

and the 


Chamber of 
Commerce — 


representatives of the Sierra 
Club and Save-the -Redwoods 
League recalled Johnson's dec- 
laration:

"We have rescued a magni- 


ficient and meaningful treas- 
ure from the chain saw." 


John De Witt, executive sec- 
retary of the Save-the-Red - 
woods League, and Dave Van 
de Mark, field representative 
for the Sierra Club, appealed 
Thursday to the State Division 
of Highways not to accept "home 
rule" proposals fromDelNorte 
County business interests which 
would run through the park. 


Estimates on when a route

Gross National Product Jumps

Pill Talk 
Hearings 
Continue 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Senate's leading advocate of 
tighter drug controls says wom­ 
en should be told more about the 
hazards of birth control pills 
but he doubts they are compe­ 
tent enough to sort through the 
detailed information now avail­ 
able. 
"There is a question about 
how much technical information 
should be given a patient and 
how competent women are to 
receive It," said Democrat Gay­ 
lord Nelson of Wisconsin. 
Nelson commented in an in­ 
terview after two days of hear­ 
ings by his monopoly subcom­ 
mittee, marking Congress'first 
plunge into the pill controversy. 
During the two sessions, first 
of a series that resumes next 
week, eight birth control spe­ 
cialists reviewed a broad range 
of studies linking the pill to a 
variety of disorders, Including 
cancer of the breast, cervix and 
uterus. 
None, however, produced any 
new or hard evidence that the 
pill actually caused cancer. Sev­ 
eral said it would be another 
five years or more before a real 
cancer danger — if one exists— 
becomes statistically provable. 
Robert H. Finch, secretary of 
health, education and welfare, 
said Thursday there is no 
"clear-cut evidence" birth cor* 
trol pills are harmful. Finch, 
speaking in Houston, Tex., said; 
"I believe there is a small per­ 
centage of women for whom the 
pills cause some problems but 
by and large when many women 
want to keep from having 
children the oral contraceptives 
are the best way to do this." 


Jumbo Jetliners 
To Begin Service; 
Airports Say Ready

The jumbo jetliners start fly­ 
ing commercially this month 
and officials at many of the na­ 
tion’s major airpogts and some 
in Europe say they are ready 
for them. 
Pan American Airlines plans 
to 
inaugurate 
Boeing 747 
service next Wednesday with a 
New York - to- London flight. 
Trans World Airlines startfe 747 
service Feb. 25 with a flight 
from New York to Los Angeles. 
Pan Am and TWA together 
expect to have a total of 40 of 
the 355-ton planes in the air by 
the end cft the year. By the end 
of 1971, 28 of the world’s air­ 
lines expect te be flying 186 of 
the whale-shaped planes which 
carry up to 490 passengers. 
An Associated Press survey 
shows that major U. S. airports 
and those in such cities as Lon­ 
don, Paris, Rome and Hong 
Kong are deep in enlarging and 
remodeling projects. Officials 
say some of these airports —al­ 
though already overcrowded — 
are ready to handle the first few 
of the planes and that they ex­ 
pect to keep pace as the num­ 
ber of 747s in service grows. 
In general, airports are ex­ 
tending and buttressing run­ 
ways and building new ones, en­ 
larging and erecting term in­ 
als, readying new docking gates, 
improving 
baggage handling 
facilities, and improving and 
building parking lots. 


Conservation Groups Upset Over 
Freeway Through Redwoods 


CRESCENT CITY (A P)-Con- 
troversy swirled anew today 
over some of the world's tallest 
trees as conservation groups 
threatened to go to court to block 
construction fo a four-lane 
freeway through the northern 
end of Redwood National Park. 
A 50-year battle over preser­ 
vation of the redwoods — stand­ 
ing up to 360 feet high in the 
rainy mist along California’s 
northern coast-subsided some­ 
what when President Johnson 
signed the park into existence in 
1968. 
The park, containing virgin 
redwoods up to 2,000 years old, 
encompases 58,000 acres stret­ 
ching 34 miles in Humboldt and 
Del Norte counties. 
As they mounted a campaign 
against the proposed highway 
route-favored 
by Del Norte 
County supervisors 
and the 
Chamber of Commerce 
— 
representatives of the Sierra 
Club and Save-the-Redwoods 
League recalled Johnson’s dec­ 
laration:

"We have rescued a magni- 
ficient and meaningful treas­ 
ure from the chain saw.’’ 
John De Witt, executive sec­ 
retary of the Save-the-Red­ 
woods League, and Dave Van 
de Mark, field representative 
for the Sierra Club, appealed 
Thursday to the State Division 
of Highways not to accept "home 
rule’’ proposals fromDelNorte 
County business interests which 
would run through the park. 
Estimates on when a route 
will be adopted vary from two 
to 18 months. 
The supervisors —as they ex­ 
pressed in a public hearing 
that attracted 240 persons Wed­ 
nesday night — want a major 
throughway that will connect 
Crescent City on U. S. 101 with 
Grants Pass, Ore., and Inter­ 
state 5, the major north-south 
freeway from the Canadian bor­ 
der to the Mexican border. 
The 
route 
favored by the 
supervisors, called the "blue 
line," will necessitate cutting 
down 
600 trees two miles 


through the park. It would be 
adjacent to old and winding U. 
S. 99 and would cost $6.6 m il­ 
lion. 
A second route, called the 
"green line," farther north 
and cutting through only three 
acres of a finger of the park, 
is two miles longer and would 
cost 
nearly three times as 
much 
because of additional 
highway connections. 
Two other routes, stUl longer 
and farther north, would by­ 
pass present parkland and are 
favored by conservationists, the 
National Park Service and State 
Division of Parks and R ecrea­ 
tion. 
Proponents of the "blue line" 
cited the need for a shorter and 
speedier route, and say the 
highway should go through the 
park so tourists could see the 
trees. 
Van de Mark pointed out that 
at 70 miles an hour on a free­ 
way, visitors would have ap­ 
proximately 1-1/2 minutes to 
view the trees. 


Gross National Product Jumps

WASHINGTON (AP) - Pro­ 
pelled by the most vicious infla­ 
tion since 1951, the Gross Na­ 
tional Product jumped to $932.8 
billion in 1969, with most of the 
increase resulting from soaring 
prices. 
The Commerce Department 
reported Thursday the GNP 
rose $66.6 billion from the 
1968 figure of $865.7 billion. Of 
the 7.75 per cent yearly in­ 
crease, price increases ac­ 
counted for about 4.75 per cent 
and real production for the 
remaining 3 per cent. In 1968 
the increase was 9 per cent — 
4 per cent prices and 5 per cent 
real output. 
GNP is the market value of 
all the goods and services pro­ 
duced in the country and, when 
compared to the value of the 
dollar in 1958, gives a clear 
indication of the rate of lnfiat- 


Mayor Yorty Says 
Emergency Search 
Warrants Possible 


LOS ANGELES (AP)— Mayor 
Sam Yorty contends m agistra­ 
tes should be allowed to issue 
verbal orders for search and 
seizure — instead of a w ar­ 
rant— in certain emergency 
cases. He’s asking help from 
State Atty. Gen. Thomas C. 
Lynch on the matter. 
In a letter to Lynch Thursday, 
the mayor urged the state offi­ 
cial to join him in pressing for 
legislation granting judges the 
authority for verbal orders. 
Yorty referred to the recent 
abduction of a 2-year-old boy 
in South Central Los Angeles. 
He told Lynch the boy’s even­ 
tual safe return was delayed 
because a judge was unavailable 
to issue a formal arrest warrant 
until 10 hours after the boy had 
been reported missing. 
"What is needed, he said, is 
a statute permitting a magis­ 
trate to ‘orally command' a 
search and arrest after finding

Steps Taken To 
Create Department 
Of Consumer Affairs 


SACRAMENTO (AP) — Gov. 
Reagan took the first step today 
toward creating the country's 
first state Department of Con­ 
sumer Affairs. 
In a proposal to the Commis­ 
sion on California State Govern­ 
ment Organization and Econo­ 
my — better known as the 
"Little Hoover Commission"— 
Reagan said the department 
would be formed by bringing to­ 
gether several state agencies 
now scattered among several 
departments. 
One of these agencies would 
be the office of Consumer Coun­ 
sel which has been part of the 
Department of professional and 
Vocational Standards. 
He said several other changes 
in the field of consumer protec­ 
tion would also be proposed to 
the 
commission soon. The 
proposal must be approved 
by the legislature before the new 
department can be set up. 
"Under our proposal," Rea­ 
gan said, "A citizen with a con­ 
sumer complaint will be able to 
call the new department and 
know that his complaint will be 
processed by or referred to the 
proper agency."

representatives of the Sierra

and Save-the-Redwoods

‘•We have rescued a magni- 
flcient and meaningful tre a s­ 
ure from the chain saw,” 
John De Witt, executive sec­ 
retary of the Save-the-Red­ 
woods League, and Dave Van 
de Mark, field representative 
for the Sierra Club, appealed 
Thursday to the State Division 
of Highways not to accept “ home 
rule” proposals from DelNorte 
County business interests which 
would run through the park. 
Estim ates on when a route 
will be adopted vary from two 
to 18 months. 
The supervisors —as they ex­ 
pressed in a public hearing 
that attracted 240 persons Wed­ 
nesday night — want a major 
throughway that will connect 
C rescent City on U. S, 101 with 
Grants Pass, Ore., and Inter­ 
state 5, the m ajor north-south 
freeway from the Canadian b o r­ 
der to the Mexican border.

Comet Will Appear 
In Western Skies 
This Evening 


PASADENA (AP)— The com­ 
et Tago-Sato-Kosaka will

pear low in the southwestern 
sky shortly after sunset this 
evening and will come under 
the scrutiny of the 200-inch Hale 
telescope at Palomar Observa­ 
tory. 
Studying the comet with the 
aid of the big scope will be 
Dr. Tobias C. Owen, visiting 
associate professor of planet­ 
ary science at Caltech. 
This appearance will be the 
first for the comet over North 
America. It was discovered re­ 
cently by three observers in 
Japan, whose names it bears. 
The comet should be visible 
for 10 days to two weeks,Owen 
said.
